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REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 arc pending in ihe appUcaiion. Claim 6 has been amended. 
riflim Qbiecrions 

Claim 1 is objecied to because of an informality. Appropriate correction has been made. 
The Examiner is, therefore, requested to withdraw this objection. 

riaim Rgiections - 35 U .S C. 6 102 

Claims U5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Parkyn, Jr. (US 
6,273,59681). 

The Examiner has stated in "Response to Arguments" on page 5 of the final Office action 
that Fig. 9a of Parkyn; Jr. is a cross section and in Fig. 9a the cross section of the light entiy 
opening 884 is shown as an elongate, essential rectangular form, therefore meeting the 
limitations of the claim. The Examiner has further stated that the assertion of Figs. 9 and 9a 
being "rotation-symmetric" does not change the fact that the cross section of the light entry 
opening 884 is an elongate, essential rectangular form. 

First, it is noted that the Examiner used the reference number 884 to refer to both the 
semiconductor light source and the light entry opening. However, the semiconductor light 
source is not the same as the light entry opening; rather, the Ught source is positioned in the Ugbt 
entry opening, as can been seen in Fig. 10 of the instant application (the light source 60 is 
positioned at the light entry area F). 

Second, since the light entry area F is located at the bottom of the optical element, a cross 
section as the one shown in Fig. 9a of Parkyn, Jr. would not reveal the form of the light entry 
area F. Rather, only a bottom view or a horizontal cross section at the bottom part of the optical 
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clemem can revea! the fonn of ihe light entry area. It can be rather clearly seen from Fig. 9 
Parkyn. Jr that the light entry area 960 Cat the bottom of the lens 900) would have a circular 


Third, the fact that the lens 900 is "rotation-symmetric" shows that it is impossible for the 
lens to have a light entry area with an elongate, essential rectangular form. 

Claim 1 is, therefore, believed to be patentable over Parkyn and since claims 2-5 are 
ultimately dependent on claim 1, they are believed to be patentable as well. 

Claim Reiecrions. 35 U.S.C.$ 103 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Parkyn in view of 
Okuchi (US 5,772,306). Claims 7-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Parkyn in view of Jenkins ct al. (US 6,099,156). 

The dependent claims 6-13 are beUeved to be patentable based on their dependency on 
claim I which is believed to be patentable as discussed above. 

Favorable consideration and early issuance of the Notice of Allowance are respectfully 
requested.
